Referring to the conference on safety 
of life at sea, His Majesty said: 

“lt gives me great gratification that 
the international conference on the 
safety of life at sea, which recently 
met in London at the invitation of my 
government, has resulted in the signa- 
ture of an important convention, 
which will, I trust, do much for the 
protection of life, especially on ocean- | 
going passenger steumers. A bill to 
enable me to fulfill the obligations of 
the convention will be laid before 
you,” 

In regard to Home Rule for Lreland, 
which for the moment is the subject 
of paramount national and Imperial 
importance, the King, by the emphasis 
ef his words and manner, indicated 
his personal realization of the gravity 
of the situation. He said: 

London, Feb. 10.—Following

Large Crowds Waiting. 

London, Feb. 10,—The opening of 
the House of Commons today for the 
session of 1914 found an unusually 
large number of members’ gathered 
at the doors, waiting to make a dash 
into the chamber to secure seats for 
the momentous initial debate. 

The doors were thrown open at 
eight o'clock this morning, instead of 
midnight as is usually the > 
Among the earliest to arrive Wre 
groups of Ulster Unionists and fheir 
bitter opponents the Irish Nation- 
alists, and these, for the first day at 
least, were able to capture promin- 
ent places in the House. 

Search for Militants. 


The police and soldiers, whose duty 
on these occasions heretofore have 
been largely perfunctory, were kept 
busy for several hours early today, 
searching every corner of the cellars 
and vaults for suffragettes. 

This searching process has been 
done on the opening day of the session’ 


ever since the discovery of the gun- 
powder plot of Guy Fawkes. The 
Yeomen of the Guard, in their pic- 


turesque old-time uniforms, were ac- 
companied today by the chief inspec- 
tors of the Metropolitan Police, dis- 
carded the ancient lanterns generally 
carried and replaced them with mod- 
ern electric torches, so as to make 
sure that no hidden militants should 
escape them.

In committing Gauthier foor trial, 
the Chief Justice Genounced him in 
scathing terms, saying that perjury 
was getitng altogether too common 
in the courts and that drastic action 
must be taken to stop it. Many 
people came to court with the idea 
of winning their case und not of tell- 
ing the truth about the affair. He 
then placed Gauthier in the hands of 
Sheriff Robertson,

Sheriff Robertson was called to the 
court and the man delivered into his 
hands, to be lodged in jail until trial. 
The application for bail will be con- 
sidered by the district court.

AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 


Ottawa, February 2nd. 


The Free Wheat Debate on 
Wednesday and Thursday last 
brought out some excellent 


speeches from the Western Lib- 
eral members, but none more 
striking than that of Mr, Cruise, 
member for Dauphin, Manitoba, 
who has very seldom spoken in 


the House. Dealing with agri- 
cultural edueation, Mr, Cruise 
said: ‘‘T have been a farmer all 


“‘my life, I know how to raise 
‘wheat, oats, barley and flax, 
‘‘eattle, hogs and sheep, and so 
‘the great majority of my broth- 
‘‘er farmers, We raise them to 
‘‘eompete in the murkets of the 
‘*world. All we ask of this Gov 
“‘ernmet is: Give us free access 
‘*to those markets. I would re- 
‘‘spectfully suggest to the Min- 
‘ister of Agriculture that he take 
‘at least a part of the grant for 
‘agricultural education and ap-

Adolph Gonmer, an organizer of the 
mine workers, was next called, He 
testified that he was arrested at Wat- 
sonburg, held nine days, and then 
released. He said some of his mai! 
was never delivered and thet all the 
letters he received while he was in 
jail had been opened by the military 


authorities, 
Geonmer admitted having purchas- 
edarms. He said: “I bought twenty- 


five or thirty rifles; we had to defend 
ourselves."

1 have had some _ ex- 
pericnce in police work here in the 
West, and I know of a certainty that 


by far the biggest percentage of Ases 
handled by police is of victims 
of the licensed bar. How many of 
the unemployed who have reached a 
State of destitution and who have been 
a burden upon the tax-payers of this 
city, are victims of the same system? 
i know there are those who say “Well, 
if a man is fool enough not to know 
when h has had enough, and loses 
his wed and ends up in the police 
cells, it is none of my business."’ But 
that is where you make the mistake 
lt is your business and mine. It is 
our business to legalize a traffic that 
makes widows and orphans and pro- 
duces poverty and crime. It is our 
business to support jails and peni- 
tentiaries, asylums and hospitals, fill- 
ed to overflowing with the victims of 
the legalized trade. It is our business 
to support a police force of one hund- 
men, the salaries for whom total 
nearly one hundred thousand dallars 
a year and whose work consists 
largely in looking after the victims of 
“booze.” It is our business to legal- 
ize a trade whjch has demoralized and 
degraded members of our police force 
in recent years and which proven by 
facts recently brought to light, is do- 
ing the same today. If the citizens 
of this city were brought face to face 
with the devilish work of the liquor 
tratiic, as I have been, I think they 
would say one and all, “We will have 
done with it.” 

I wish Chief Lancey every success 
in cleaning up the town, but with this 
crime producing business to contend 
with his task, I fear, will be a hard 
one, 

It is up to the voters of this city 
and province to curtail it or end it if 
they will. Shall. we not take our 
place with the sister provinces in the 
Kast who have by means of local op- 
tion and the Scott Act put the traffic 
on the run, That great and growing 
organization, the W.L.A., have placed 
thomselves on record as favoring pro- 
vincial prohibiden, The women of 
Edmonton and Alberta when they 
have the opportunity will speak with 
no uncertain sound, The fight is on 
and it will not cease till we havewoted 
out of existence the worst evil in our 
fair city and province.

It is not likely that there will be

'NO. DISSOLUTION 
IN QUEBEC HOUSE 


Graft Enquiry Is Nearing Close; 
Evidence of But One to 
Hear 


Quebec, Feb. 9—C. P. K. Carpen- 
ter, the man from Gaspe who butted 
in, is to tell his story before the 
special committee on the charge of 
corruption. L. A. Taschbreau, chair- 
man of the assembly special com- 
mittee, has been notified that Car- 
penter will be in Queébee on Tuesday 
to give evidence, and k is this evi- 
dence that is waited on with con- 
siderable interest. Time and time 
again, during the inquiry, the name 
of the man from Gaspe has flitted 
through the testimony. It was told 
in passing how Carpenter had come to 
Quebec when the Montreal Fair As- 
sociation bill was under discussion. 
He secured an introduction to 8. J. 
Mousseau, who was sponsor to the 
bill in the lower house, and at the 
time chairman of the private bills 
committee of the Legislative As- 
sembly. He represented himself to 
Mousseau, so it is alleged as having 
influence in both houses, and = par- 
ticularly in the upper house, To the 
promoters of the bill he is declared 
to have said, “I have a man who will 
block everything if you do not give 
me $20,000." Who the man was who 
would block everything, if such a 
man exists, will form the subject of 
some searching questions when Car- 
penter takes the stand. 

“From present indications,” said 
Mr. Taschereau today, “I should say 
that the main evidence is completed. 
If there are any witnesses ready we 
shall continue tonight. If not, we 
shall adjourn until tomorrow to hear 
the evidence of Carpenter. 

“And the presentation of the re- 
po'@ to the house?” 

“As to that again I cannot be defi- 
nite,” he replied, “but consideration 
of the report should only occupy # 
few days. HM will, of course, be sub- 
mitted before the end of the present 
session.” 

Sir Lomer Gouin makes light of 
current rumors that a dissolution is 
likely to follow the close of the ses- 
sion. “There is no likiihood of dis- 
solution,” the Prime Minister re- 
marked. “There is no charge against 
the govermment, nor has there been 
the slightest hint that the government 
ig involved in any way whatever.”
